The flaming 
trail of the huge missile 
flashed on and off in a brief 
climb. The rocket’s type and 
configuration were not made 
known immediately. 

The Air Force announced 
the rocket was a test vehicle 
for the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, Offi- 
cials said the missile is being 
used in a program of atmos- 
pheric sampling to gain basic 
research information. 

Scientists hope the missile 
will shed light on such prob- 
lems as manned space flight 
and an intense field of radia- 
tion 600 miles up in space. 
Existence of the deadly rays 
was discovered by Explorer 
satellites I and If. Explorer 
IV, launched July 26, has a 
primary mission of relaying a 
more complete picture of the 
radiation.

RUSSIA CHARGES 
NAUTILUS TRIP IS 
WAR PREPARATION 


LONDON, Aug. 15 (AP)—The 
Soviet army newspaper . Red 
Star charged today that the 
United States sent the atomic 
submarine Nautilus under the 
Arctic ice as part of its war 
preparations against the Soviet 
Union. 

In an article broadcast by 
Moscow radio, Red Star re- 
ferred to “the big propaganda 
hullabaloo set up by the United 
States press in its attempts to 
depict the trip of the Nautilus 
as Ameri¢a’s answer to the 
satellite.” 

The paper questioned official 
American statement that: the 
aim of the transpolar voyage 
was to open up a ne‘v sea route 
for nuclear-powered freight 
submarines between the world’s 
two main oceans. 

“No, the U.S.A. was not in- 
terested in scientific problems 
or a peaceful study of the Arc-

Federal Reserve Bank of San 
Francisco from 1% to 2 per 
cent. 


According to past experience, 
the other 11 banks will soon 
follow San Francisco to the 
higher rate. It may take longer 
than usual this time for the 
whole system to reach the new 
level. 

The switch was a direct sig- 
nal that the Federal Reserve 
considers recovery from the 
recession solidly under way 
and that renewed inflationary 
pressure is now the threat. 
Never before has the system 
moved toward higher interest 
rates so early in a recovery 
period, particularly with 5,000,- 
000 persons still unemployed. 

The discount rate is the 
interest rate charged member 
banks which borrow from the 
Federal Reserve. 

Ironically, the move coin- 
cided with a reduction in the 
discount rate in England (called 
the bank rate). A mild reces- 
sion is just getting under way 
across the Atlantic, and the 
authorities in Britain are inter- 
ested in spurring activity. 

Reserve Board officials took 
note of the recent surge of in- 
flationary sentiment in the 
financial markets which pro- 
duced a sharp rise in stock 
prices and a sharp fall in gov- 
ernment bonds. 

They also pointed out that 
money conditions have already

Social Security Bill.

On the Senate side, as Con- 
gress scrambled toward ad- 
journment, the leaders called 
up for action today the Social 
Security bill, which passed the.

It would increase social 
security benefits 7 per cent 
and also would increase pa 
taxes to pay for the higher 
benefits.

Senate - House ‘conferees 
reached quick agreement today 
on a bill to require disclosure 
of the makeup and annual fi- 
nancial operations of employe 
pension and welfare plans. 

They accepted most of the 
House version of the legisla- 
tion, which was considered by 
some members as less strict 
than the Senate bill. 

The legislation would re- 
quire submission of data to the 
Secretary of Labor on all pen- 
sion and welfare plans, esti- 
mated to number 40,000 with 
totaling 35 billion 
dollars. 

Administrators of the plans 
also would be required to file 
annual reports on financial op- 
erations for public reference 
at the Depart of Labor. 

About 90 per cent of the 
plans are operated by em- 
ployes. The rest are under con- 
trol of unions or are jointly 
run by management and labor. 

The compromise ' measure 
eliminates most of the stiff 
criminal penalties proposed in 
the Senate bill. It does con- 
tain penalties for deliberate 
misstatements in filing reports 
and provides for a $1000 fine 
or six months in prison for wil- 
ful violation of the registration 
or publication section,

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BLAIR CALLS FOR APPROVAL 
OF SOCIAL SECURITY BILL 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 15' individuals on the state old-age 


— Gov. James T. Blair today 
commended the Senate Finance 
Committee in Washington for 
approving the pending social 
security bill for passage, and 
urged President Eisenhower to 
sign the bill if the Senate pass- 
es it. 

The bill would increase pay- 
ments of social security bene- 
fits about 7 per cent, including 
old-age pensions, and allow- 
ances to dependent children, 
disabled and blind. 

Blair urged final passage of 
the bill by the Senate and said: 
“I fervently hope that if the 
Senate passes the bill, the Pres- 
ident will sign the measure so

Aid for Foreign Schools 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Most Americans do not object 
to judiciously administered for- 
eign aid, and federal aid to public 
education is certainly acceptable 
to many others, at least in prin- 
ciple. But there are certain uses 
of American taxpayers’ hard 
earned dollars which are wholly 
unjustified. But let me be more 
specific. 

Seattered throughout Latin 
America are a number of private 
schools which are the recipients 
of U.S. grants-in-aid administered 
by the Inter-American Schools 
Service of the American Council 
on Education, Washington, D.C. 


These schools are completely 
private and are attended almost 
exclusively by the children of 
wealthy Latins and of professiénal 
Americans.who have well above 
average income ‘by U.S. stand- 
ards) and generous expense ac- 
counts and travel allowances. 

These American and Latin par- 
ents, moreover, are exempt from 
United States income taxes, with 
few, if any, exceptions. 

The following questions nat- 
urally arise. Why should the US. 
taxpayer be assessed for the sup- 
port of foreign private schools tor 
children whose parents can easily 
afford to pay for their education 
and whose parents are not paying 
taxes to the U.S. government? 

Why should U.S. government 
funds be given to private schools 
which offer religious instruction 
when such a practice in the U.S. 
is universally regarded as illegal- 
and unconstitutional? 

Persons who are interested in 
seeing this serious misuse of tax 
funds stopped should protest 
against it. Certain aid projects are 
legitimate, but others, such as 
that described above, constitute 
both a waste of tax funds and a 
radical @é@parture from American 
traditions and policies regarding 
the support of schools.

If the Government had a constructive policy 
for supporting integration, what would that 
policy be? 

It should include preparations to national- 
ize state troops before any governor could 
use them:to defy the integration law. But 
prior to that move Government ought to 
‘offer expert educational assistance and advice 
to local schools n=) issue. Certainly 
a definite policy would impel intervention by 
the Justice Department.in desegregation cases, 
plus a decision by that department to prose- 
cute those who violate federal law and court 
orders. | 
* Unfortunately there is mo present indica- 
tion that the Government has any such com- 
prehensive policy.in mind. President Eisen- 
hower has said that if he could think of any- 
thing effective, he would do it. Attorney Gen- 
eral Rogers has said next to nothing. And W. 
Wilson White, acting chief of the civil rights 
division, has had difficulty defending the Jus- 
tice Department’s inaction. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee, after long 
hearings, finally approved Mr. White’s nomi- 
nation by 10 to 5. Four “deep Southerners” 
in the minority wére joined by Senator Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee, who has courageously 
upheld civil rights enforcement. Obviously 
Mr. Kefauver’s reasons for opposition were 
not the same as those of Chairman Eastland 
of Mississippi and the other Southerners. 

The Southerners objected because Mr. 
White, as assistant Attorney General, wrote 
the legal memoranda for use of federal troops 
in Little Rock. To his credit, Mr. White re- 
fused to promise that troops would never 
again be used to enforce the integration law. 

Senator Kefauver objected, not because Mr. 
White supported use of troops, but because 
he supported nothing more. “His thinking 
was entirely along the use of troops,” the 
Senator said, and he added that the White 
memoranda did not discuss “use of the judi- 
cial process by means of contempt and depu- 
tizing United States marshals.” 

These traditional means of federal law en- 
forcement had been applied with success in 
Mr. Kefauver’s home state. After mob vio- 
lence erupted around the high school at Clin- 
ton, Tenn., in 1956, the Justice Department 
prosecuted 11 leaders of the mob. Seven 
were convicted of contempt of court, among 
them the race agitator John Kasper. 

But where the Justice Department under 
former Attorney General Brownell acted in 
Clinton and intervened in the Little Rock 
court case, the same department under At- 
torney General Rogers has not acted or in- 
tervened in Little Rock. It left integration 
to the school board and law enforcement to 
the troops. 

The use of federal troops is, as Mr. White 
testified, a last resort. In Little Rock the Jus~ 
tice Department never tried any other resort, 
and federal officials had none to suggest. 

Thus the White hearings at least served an 
instructional purpose. They demonstrated 
that the Administration and Justice Depart- 
ment require both imagination and determina- 
tion to enforce the Constitution as respects 
school integration. With the school doors 
opening soon, the Administration ought to 
plan something other than last resorts. 


Green Light for Riverfront 

With the approval of the Senate Interior 
Committee, Senator Symington now is press- 
ing for the adoption of the bill which would 
authorize additional federal expenditures of 
$12,250,000 for the riverfront national me- 
morial. It also would remove the restrictions 
on federal funds now available for the project. 

The same bill still is pending in a subcom- 
mittee of the House Administration Commit- 
tee under the chairmanship of Representative 
Paul C. Jones of Kennett, Mo. He promises 
that his group will consider it if the bill is 
approved by the Senate. He would be well 
advised, however, to push it along as rapidly 
as possible. By the time the Senate gets to 
a vote on it, there may not be time enough 
for the process of committee_approval and a 
floor vote in the House... At the moment, the 
House is less busy than the Senate, and this 
opportunity should be utilized. 

While adoption of the bill would provide 
no funds at this time, the authorization never- 
theless is important as a declaration of con- 
gressional policy both as to the removal of 
restrictions and the eventual appropriation 
of the money needed to finish the job.

A Tragedy of the North Atlantic 
The loss of a Dutch KLM airliner with all 


99 persons aboard, including 53 Americans, — 


is the worst disaster involving a single plane 
in the history of commercial aviation. It also 
is the first loss over water in the history of 
commercial aviation on the North Atlantic. 

The airliner vanished at dawn 35 minutes 
after taking off for New York from Shannon, 
Ireland. Evidence indicates the Super Con- 
stellation flew into a terrific squall and also 
that there may have been an explosion. 

There have been several airliner crashes 
within the last 10-years in the United States 
which were due to violent weather: 58 per- 
sons died in Lake Michigan in June, 1950; 37 
died near Winona, Minn., in 1948; 11 died in 
lowa in 1954; 46 were lost over the Gulf of 
Mexico near Mobile in 1953. In these storms 
and others the degree of turbulence had not 
been predicted or the pilot had, for some un- 
known reason, flown directly into them. 

Presumably, Shannon, with its excellent 
meteorological facilities, could have foretold 
the force of any squalls that the KLM airliner 
ran into. 

It has been a long time since airliners have 
gone down on. any Atlantic crossings. One 
British airliner was lost in the South At- 
lantic in 1948 and another in 1949. Like the 
KLM plane, théy disappeared without even a 
distress call, Last year more than 75,000 
trans-Atlantic airliner crossings took place 
without a single loss of life at sea.

When Inflation Hurts Bond Sales, Government Borrows Through More Inflation

Recently the United States Treas- 
ury went to the public money market 
to refinance some $16,300,000,000 of 
maturing government _ securities.

His first 
season there was a losing one, 
but next year he had an 8-2 
record, winning the Southeast- 
ern Conference title and con- 
ference coach of the year hon- 
ors. His over-all Vanderbilt 
record was 36-22-2.

In contrast, what is the an- 
swer of the Soviet’s mouth- 
piece, Foreign Minister Gro- 
myko? The United States and 
Britain, says Gromyko, are a 
couple of so-and-so aggressors 
who must be made to get their 
troops out of Lebanon and 
Jordan... . 

Atlanta Constiution: Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's calm, non- 
belligerent address to the 
U.N. General Assembly will 
serve the purpose for which it 
was designed. It will lead to 
discussion. His strength was 
that he did not speak in angry 
or bitter accusations, as did the 
Russians. 

The points advanced by the 
United States constitute new 
policy approach to the Middle 
East. Since both Great Britain 
and France had previously 
knowledge of what the Presi- 
dent was to say, it may be said 
to be a new Western ap- 
proach. ... 

The Russian speech by 
hatchet man Andrei Gromyko 
was skillful, accusing and 
vindictive. It was full of sound 
and fury and threats. But to- 
ward the end it grew more 
moderate. The Russians, he 
said, would be willing to dis- 
cuss any formula which looked 
toward removing American and 
British troops from the area. 
The Soviets would not, he said, 
insist on their. own resolution. 

This means that since we 
now have admitted the _ fact 
that Russia has become a force 
in the Middle East, within the 
next several days we may see 
something new in the form of 
direct discussions between the 
United States and Russia... . 

Des Moines (Ia.) Register: 
President Eisenhower's speech 
in the United Nations General 
Assembly marked a striking 
turn in United States foreign 
policy: from trying to divide 
and bottle up Arab nationalism 
to trying to work with it con- 
structively. On paper, that has 
been the American goal all 
along, but fewer and fewer 
Arabs have believed it lately. 

| Now, in the U. N., the United 
| States is trying to turn it into 
“deeds, not words.” ... 

The United Nations setting 
for the Eisenhower proposals 
was not just window-dressing. 
Four out of his six points call 
for action primarily by United 
Nations organs, and the other 
two involve .U. N. participation. 

There was a real danger that 
the U.S. pitch would confine 
itself to defending its own 
highly controversial troop land- 
ings and to denouncing the un- 
proved “indirect aggression 
by the United Arab Republic 
and the Soviet Union. .

Banker Says 
Discounts 
Lift Prices 


The discounted prices at 
which Federal Housing Admin- 
istration and Veterans Admin- 
istration mortgage loans con- 
tinue to sell, despite the dras- 
tie credit ease since last No- 
vember, would be eliminated if 
these mortgages were freed en- 
tirely from artificial interest 
rate control, Walter C. Nelson, 
vice president of the Mortgage 
Bankers Association of Amer- 
ica, said. He addressed the 
School of Mortgage Banking 
whichc is sponsored each sum- 
mer by the Association in 
co-operation with Stanford 
University. 


The continued discount 
prices at which these loans 
sell in the investment market 
mean higher prices for homes, 
despite what many contend, 
Nelson said. 


“A 5 per cent discount on 
a VA loan of $15,000 has added 
$750 to the cost of the house. 
This is the biggest single cost 
ificréase in the purchase of a 
new home over the past several 
years. Give builders money at 
par and competition will level 
off the prices on a basis that 
will be fair to everyone.” Both 
VA and FHA, because of their 
appraisal techniques and built 
in safeguards for the purchas- 
ers, have plenty of control over 
the market without having to 
dictate unrealistic interest 
rates. 

Nelson declared that lenders 
should continue their fight to 
ffee these interest rates from 
their straight jacket control, an 
action which would benefit bor- 
rowers more than anyone else. 

“Today, there is plenty of 
evidence that discounts on 
FHA and VA loans could be 
reduced or eliminated if inter- 
est rates were not controlled. 
For example, why must FHA 
loans still command a 1 per 
cent discount when the same 
investors are willing to make 
conventional loans at par car- 
rying the same rate? 

“Investors, too, have gotten 
into the habit of requiring dis- 
counts, the public has been 
educated into paying them, 
with the result they will be 
hard to eliminate.

this year. Potatoes came on early but aren't keeping well 
in the hot, wet earth. 

The surpluses in the garden recall two articles that 
ran beside each other recently in a farm magazine. The 
first said “What Can We Do With the Wheat?” It pointed 
out the harvest rolling north from Oklahoma through Colo- 
rado and Kansas into the Dakotas, with every indication 
of a huge crop and many areas making an all-time record. 
Total harvest will reach 1,300,000,000 bushels and, with 
the best moisture storage in years, 1959 may be bigger. 
The article states that consumption for bread, seed, feed > 
and export will be 965,000,000 bushels which leaves 325,- 
000,000 to add to the 890,000,000 bushels carried over 
from last year. This makes a 1,215,000,000 bushel surplus, 
or a full year’s crop. I'm not sure what we need to main- 
tain an “ever normal granary” but this is a lot of wheat. 


The second article is titled “Fertilizer Pays 
Extra $22 Per Acre.” It tells of Kansas wheat- 
growing experiments which boosted yields from 
22.6 bushels on unfertilized land to 41.3 bushels 
where a complete fertilizer application was made. 
The 22 bushels returned $38.99 per acre and the 
41 bushels returned $59 per acre. I assume from 
the figures that this was parity supported wheat 
that went inte Gevernment storage, probably to 
rot. And certainly the two articles point up a farm 
program that can’t work. Nor will it work a jot 
better under Secretary Benson’s recommendation 
for lower supports. Wheat farmers with big allot- 
ments would simply step up fertilizer applications, 
raise more bushels on fewer acres and continue 
the present unmanageable surpluses. 


THERE IS ANOTHER POINT seldom discussed al- 
though, for the public's protection, it should be. This is 
that, while more commercial fertilizer raises more wheat 
per acre, it also produces wheat of steadily poorer nutritive 
quality. Tests of wheat from leading Kansas wheat-pro- 
ducing counties show that protein and mineral content of 
the grain drops steadily, regardless of fertilizer applica- 
tions, because of the steady loss of organic matter in these 
prairie soils. This can hardly be remedied under today's 
one-crop wheat farming system. 

There is an answer to this whole situation ‘which would 
solve many problems in the marketing of farm produce 
and which comes steadily closer as present farm programs 
prove their bankruptcy. Nor is the answer to throw out 
all farm programs, as many in government advocate today, 
and toss agriculture back into the nineteefth century eco- 
nomically speaking. The answer is, in fact, not even néw. 

What we need is not to do away with the parity idea 
~—which is planned to give the farmer a dollar with pur- 
chasing power equal to that of the dollar in other parts 
of our economy. It is, rather, to broaden the parity con- 
cept to cover all crops, instead of the few surplus crops 
protected today, and then put an extremely severe top 
limit on the amount of production from any one farm that 
will be given protection. And since production on 90 per 
cent of our farms total $10,000 or less per year, this might 
well be the top figure for parity protection. At the same 
time, we should let all farm production flow into the free 
market where its price would be established by consumer 
and world demand. 


The chief things such a plan would accom- 
plish would be to cut the cost of the farm pro- 
gram te perhaps one half its present size; and give 
the bulk of the help te the 9@ per cent of farmers 
whe produce our high-protein foods—instead of 
te the. 10 per cent of surplus crop producers who 
are today literally guaranteed a profit for growing 
these surpluses. It would vastly imcrease de- 
mestic and world consumption of many farm com- 
modities. It would mean that, whatever the cost 
of the farm program, the consumer would pay it 
enly once—instead of twice, as happens today. 
ence in taxes and again in a higher price for feed 
and fiber in the marketplace. 


THIS PLAN would cure the surplus problem in two 
ways: first by letting all production flow inte world mar- 
kets at world prices—and second by making the big 
surplus~<rop producers earn their way instead of guaran- 
teeing them a profit. It would not change the status of 
sub<marginal farmers, who are on the way out under any 
circumstances. But it would insure stability for and pro- 
mote efficiency on the family sized farms of America which 
have the greatest total investment in the agricultural plant 
and make the greatest contribution te the American way 
ef life.

WHILE JERRY LEWIS can still get a lot of laughs, 
his latest comedy, “ROCK-A-BYE BABY,” at the FOX, 
again shows his talent being wasted on a weak vehicle, 
Jerry is funny in some opening sequences which show 
him as a clumsy TV repair man who 
creates havoc with a runaway fire hose. 
But the main theme, in which Jerry as 
a bachelor is left to take care of triplet 
babies, the daughters of his childhood 
girl friend who has grown up to be a 
movie star (Marilyn Maxwell) follows 
many another trite comedy on the sub- 
ject.

Double Dud Program 

THE ST. LOUIS this week. has “ADAM AND EVE,” 
‘ picture which, from the names of its production staff, 
“appears to have been made in Mexico, Spain or Latin 
‘America and which, believe it or not, is about Adam and 
Eve. It tells their story very simply, with 
the English narrative consisting of quotes 
from Genesis and the two actors express- 
ing themselves only in pantomime. Chris- 
tiane Martel, Miss France and Miss Uni- 
verse of 1953, plays Eve and an unknown 
named Carlos Baena plays Adam. It ends 
after their expulsion from the Garden of 
Eden and their wandering in a desert. The nudity of the 
subjects is handled in good taste, probably to the disap- 
pointment of many in the audience—the long shots are 
hazy, in the medium shots a bush always intervenes stra- 
tegically, and Miss Martel wears her long hair divided 
down her front so in effect she is better clothed than 
Brigitte Bardot often is ine her films. 

Although it has been made probably with the best 
of intentions, the picture becomes rather boring. Panto- 
mime is a medium for artists, and Miss Martel and Baena 
aren’t.even good actors. Miss Martel’s face, especially, is 
totally unexpressive. Little imagination has been used in 
the direction of Albert Gout, and the Eastman color is thin. 

The co-feature, “BITTER VICTORY,” started out to 
be an ironic commentary on war, but it simply didn’t jell. 
Curt Jurgens, as a British major leading a highly important. 
raid on German-held Benghazi in 1942, suspects that a 
cynical captain, Richard Burton, who is going along, had 
been the lover of the major’s wife (Ruth Roman), and 
he is right, too. The major turns out to be an arrant 
coward in the clutch, but the captain takes over, grabs 
the Germdn plans they're after, and leads the retreat back 
across the desert. The major finally succeeds in having 
him killed and the papers are burned by a captured Nazi. 
But ftffe major is given a medal along with the scorn of 
his wife and the silent contempt of the soldiers who 
served with him. The script is so phony, however that 
Burton and Jurgens, ordinarily superior actors, can’t save 
it. It should have been burned along with the German 
plans.

Dooley’s story of his medical 
mission to Laos. 


By Thomas A. Dooley, 


WE WERE always being 
throvn from one extreme to 
the other. We would behave 
for a few minutes like State- 
side Americans and this was 
fun. Then suddenly some hor- 
ror would make us again pain- 
fully aware of the rim of hell 
upon which we were balanced. 

One afternoon four Thai 
Dam men arrived in Nam Tha 
in near exhaustion. They had 
two stout bamboo poles on 
their shoulders between them 
and hanging from this was a 
roughly made litter. On top 
was a thin mattress and nearly 
hidden beneath cotton blankets 
was a headful of hair and the 
haggard gaunt face of a young 
boy. His friends and his broth- 
er had carried this boy down 
from a village several days 
away. They managed to get 
this crude-looking stretcher 
across the mountains and 
through the valley. 

They set the pitiful load be- 
fore the hospital and we went 
out to examine the child. The 
first thing we’noticed was how 
horribly infested he was with 
lice. He had head lice in his 
hair and scabies all over his 
body. As we pulled the cloth 
blankets off of him, we saw a 
horrible sight. This boy looked 
like a man recently released 
from Dachau. His whole body 
was contorted with pain and 
frozen in this. twisted position. 
He had a deep muscle infection 
of the left leg and had had this 
for a long time. 

Because he lay on: his mat 
of a bed and never moved, all 
the rest of his body wasted 
away, atrophied. His left leg, 
the good leg, was no bigger 
around in the thigh than my 
wrist is, His knee was swollen 
and infected and the thigh and 
calf muscles looked like the 
meat on frog legs. He had sev- 
eral huge bed sores on his 
spine and back. He was so 
filthy that even as he lay there 
the ever present flies started 
to crawl over his face, around 
his lips and into his eyes and 
ears. His brother kept con- 
stantly brushing these hideous 
creatures off him. 

We agreed to keep the boy, 
Nai, in the hospital but the 
first thing we demanded was 
that he go down to the river 
and be thoroughly scrubbed ups 
After a thorough washing with 
soap for the first time in his 
life, we finally admitted him 
into the ward, 

The next morning my boys 
constructed an orthopedic bed. 
This consisted of a stout béd 
with teakwood posts around it 
and a frame overhead. From 
this frame a trapeze bar was 
hung. Months later on a cane 
that his brother had made for 
him, Nai could stand at the 
side of his bed. Soon he 
walked around the bed though 
clutching at the wooden frame. 
One day he had walked across 
the compound and stood before 
us at the main building as 
proud as any boy fm the world 
could be. Nai had conquered 
his disease and with his own 
guts he overcame his muscle 
atrophy. A few weeks later 
the boy who had come to us 
near death returned to his vil- 
lage. He held his head high, 
walked straight and well, and 
was dressed in American khakis 
wearing blooming good health. 

The force of kindness and 
love exhibited by my boys and 
his brother redeemed Nai from 
ugliness and tragedy. The 
greatest bond among nations is 
faith in this force. An Asian 
brother and some American 
helpers, both taking care of a 
stricken lad, taught him how 
to walk again. Kindness is 
close to God and disarms man 
the quickest. You will never 
find this boy nor his brothers

Some of our 
happiest times in our life in 
Nam Tha came from “Dam- 
mit.” This was a pet gibbon 
that the boys had acquired.

There were many clinical 
problems that I, had not 
planned for. One of these was 
dentistry. I brought no dental 
instruments; little good they 
would have done, for I know 
nothing of this profession any- 
way. When people would come 
with loose teeth, like a term- 
pregnancy, the solution was ob» 
vious. For the first couple of 
weeks our tool chest was an 
adequate supply of instru- 
ments. At least for extract- 
ing. On one of our early visits 
to Vientiane we went to the 
Minister of Health who had 
Siven us free entry to his well- 
stocked warehouse. Most of his 
medicines and equipment were 
given to the Lao government as 
American aid. As there is only 
one doctor by international 
standards in the kingdom, the 
majority of the aid medicines 
just sit in the warehouse. I 
was amazed as I walked down 
the halls of this building to 
find .all the best antibiotics, 
medicines and _ instruments 
stored and not being utilized. 
We found the dental shelf, and 


stocked ourselves up with what - 


we needed. Most of the instru- 
ments seemed unwieldly and 
all definitely unknown to me. 
Which one do I use where? 


I wrote of this preblem te 
a dentist, Dr. Karl Strobach, 
in St. Louis. He sent back 
detailed diagrams and arti- 
cles on just how to pull a 
tooth, when te, and when not 
to. He indicated the treat- 
ment for some basic dental 
problems. He later sent me 
some more delicate instru- 
ments which replaced the 
ones that we were using. 


Dentistry then consumed 
about 10 per cent of sick call,

Rocket Mail Service to Moon 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


Director, Franklin Institute 
Planetarium, Philadel phia. 


IT WILL BE 40 or 50 years, 
in my opinion,, before men 
start colonizing the moon. One 
of their first projects may be 
the recovery of a “time cap- 
sule” which we could launch 
from the earth today. 

In it could be greetings from 
all the present heads of state, 
copies of the newspapers and 
magazines of our time and 
articles outlining what we 
know about the moon and 
space travel at the moment of 
launching. 

This ‘forerunner of mail 
service to the moon could be 
dispatched today at a cost not 
at all prohibitive — far less 
than that of a combat plane. 

Writing in a recent issuse 
of Space “Journal, Dr. H. W. 
Ritchey, technical director of 
Thiokol’s research division, 
says that for about $25 you 
could send a letter to the 
moon, not in the year 2000, 
but TODAY. 


He points out that techniques 
have already advanced to the 
point where, in a solid-fuel 
rocket engine, as much as 86 
per cent of the gross weight 
of the rocket would be propel- 
lant. The charge could be 
bonded to the walls of the 
pressure tank and the propel- 
lant so designed as to eliminate 
the danger of burning out the 
walls. He assumes also that 
the stage load ratio will be 
four to one—that is, each stage 
will weigh four times as much 
as the payload it launches on- 
ward. 

But how do you land a mail 
rocket on the moon undam- 
aged? Unbraked, the impact 
velocity is. about 8500 feet — 
more than a mile and a half — 
per second. Could retro-rock- 
ets ease the mail capsule to the 
surface? This problem, too, has 
been solved. 

Say we want to put a one- 
pound payload on the moon. 
What sort of system is neces- 
sary”? 

Dr. Ritchey'’s rocket can 
achieve a speed of 8400 feet 
per second. To get to the moon 
requires about 37,000 feet per 
second to which must be added 
the speed penalty of about 
2000 feet per second incurred 
by atmospheric drag and a 
“gravity” loss of from 1400 
to 2000 feet per second. 


Thus the over-all velocity is 
on the order of 41,000 feet per 
second. This indicates that five 
rockets are needed to get a 
payload to the moon. If the 
payload is to come down un- 
harmed a sixth rocket is neces- 
Sary. 

If the payload weighs one 
pound, the rocket whieh puts 
it on the moon—the fifth stage 
—must weigh five pounds. The

fourth stage must weigh five 
times as much, or 25 pounds. 


The third stage must weigh 
five times as much as the 
fourth stage, or 125 pounds. 
The second stage weighs 625 
pounds and finally the first 
stage—the rocket as a whole— 
weighs in at 3125 pounds. 

This is a tiny weight com- 
pared to the giants in the roc- 
kets race today. In fact, it is 
just slightly more than the 
payload the Russians put into 
the sky for Sputnik II. 

Of coursé, to land one pound 
safely on the moon also re- 
quires a four-pound retro- 
rocket—the sixth stage—and 
therefore the total payload 
must weigh five pounds, not 
one. Multiply 3125 by five and 
the complete rocket will weigh 
15,625 pounds—about equal to 
the fuel of the Vanguard

moon it need only be pointed 
out that considerably more ac- 
curacy is negded to get an 
Intercontinental Ballistic Mis- 
sile on target. 


We hope to launch a satellite 
to orbit the moon this year. 
To leave earth, swing around 
the moon and return .to the 
earth requires far mor® pre- 
cision than merely landing a 
mail capsule on the moon's 
surface. 

One of these days someone, 
perhaps not the Government, 
will invest relatively little 
money and put a payload on 
the moon—a time capsule to 
be recovered by the first men 


to walk on our natural satellite.

Uncle Ray’s Column 
- Customs of African N; atives 


By Ramon Cttman 


AMONG the natives of east- 
central Africa are the Masai 
(pronounced mah-SIGH). They 
live in the British colony of 
Kenya, and make their living 


chiefly by raising cattle and° 


goats. 

The old custom of Masal 
boys is to wait until the age 
of 16, then to go into special 
‘living. quarters. For four or 
five years the youthful Masai 
serve as soldiers. Milk and 
_ beef are their principal foods. 

At the age of about 20, 
most Masal youths give up 
the work of being soldiers. 

They obtain wives by making 

payments of one kind or an- 

other to the parents. Two 
sheep and three cows may be 
given for a daughter. 

Masai homes are simple af- 
fairs. Usually they amount to 
little more than hides stretch- 
ed across long poles. When 
new pastures are needed for 
the flocks and herds, it is easy 
to take down the houses. The 
hides are folded and loaded 
on the backs of donkeys. The 
poles are dragged over the 
ground. 

Most Masai are fairly tall. 
Often they plaster their faces 
with red earth or white clay, 
or a combination of the two. 
Some of them wear feather
